Mr. ‘ood, our Curator, tells me that a reproduction of 
this medal in bronze was mdée for commercial purposes a number of years after 
. the original was prepared. These bronze reproductions are not scarce and their 
value is a very svall fraction of the price quoted for the lead essay.
